This  annotated  bibliography  has  been  prepared  mth  the  support 
of  the  Environmental  Management  Institute  of  the  School  of 
Public  Administration  at  the  University  of  Southern  California^ 
March  30^   1973. 

The  purpose  has  been  to  locate  specific  books  which  >dll  aid 
a  public  administrator  in  managing  environmental   agencies  in 
an  interdisciplinary  way.     Presented  are  chosen  books,  their 
publisher's  name,   address,  page  nvunbers,  price  •«■  and  a  short 
summary  of  the  particular  emphasis  idthin  each  book.     Because 
the  environmental  management  field  is  a  new  and  developing 
profession  most  of  the  material  available  has  been  published 
Tdtliin  the  last  ten  years  follot-ang  the  large  public  interest 
in  the  problem  of  pollution.     Some  books  are  "band  wagon" 
books,  wMch  contain  overstatement,  questionable  data,   or 
little  helpful  information.     Hopefully  these  have  bean  eliminated 
from  tliis  listing. 

As  xd-th  all  bibliographies,   this  one  idll  probably  be  outdated 
within  six  months.     But  because  of  the  inter-relatedness  of 
the  subject  areas  covered  it  is  hoped  that  this  bibliography 
might  continue  to  be  a  workable  reference  tool  by  being  a 
step  in  the  many  directions  necessary  for  good  environmental 
management.

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IHTRODUCTIOII 

The  areas  oT  special  significance  for  environmental  managers 
have  been  grouped  by  subjects.  The  majority  of  the  readings 
are  for  managers  requiring  indepth  information  in  the  areas 
of  admini strati onj  law,  economics,  and  planning.  Ho  scientific 
material  has  been  collected,  but  some  references  contain  serd- 
technical  information  in  both  the  social  sciences  and  the 
natural  sciences.  The  area  titled  politics  presents  the  most 
general  material  but  one  essential  to  all  administrators. 
Government  reports  are  a  sampling  of  the  many  significant 
reports  available.  General  readers  and  texts  have  been 
included  to  give  an  overview  of  ideas  and  references  for 
policy  statements.  Journals  are  recommended  for  the  purpose 
of  continued  up  to  date  information.  For  further  reference 
work  several  excellent  bibliographies  are  included  ■with  more 
technical,  general,  or  topical  interest.
